Lef tospira bacterins for cattle are tested in hamsters as described in the 9 CFR. Leptospira organisms arts injected into 
hamsters to determine the potnecy of the bacterin and the LD 50 of the Leptospira suspension. Leptospirai causes death 
in £ usceptible hamsters. By comparing the number of vaccine-protected live hamsters to the number of unprotected dead 
hamsters, the potency and the LD 50 are obtained. 

5 Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
tha; pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results.

De ath as the endpoint for the control hamsters and for the hamsters used to determine the LD 50 is required per 9 CFR. 
Interventions, such as analgesics and antibiotics, would Ikely prevent or delay death and thus interfere with the test 
res Jits. According to 9 CFR 1 17.4(e), test animals showing signs of clinical illness due to the test may be treated or 
humanely destroyed if illness has progressed to a proint where death is certain to occur. The Center for Veterinary 
Biologies (CVB) Notice No. 04-09 allows for moribund animals exhibiting clinical signs of the expected disease 
patiogenesis that are unable to rise or move under their own power to be humanely euthanized and considered as deaths 
as eferred to in 9 CFR 1 17.4(e). During this reporting period Diamond Animal Health received permission from CVB to 
chc nge our Outlines of Production for all of our Leptospira bacterins to read as follows, "Moribund hamsters exhibiting 
clinical signs consistent with disease pathogenesis of leptospirosis that are unable to rise or move under their own power 
ma / be humanely euthanized and considered as deaths as outlined in 9 CFR 1 1 7.4." We have completed and 
doc umented training for our Animal Care staff so they can recognize moribund hamsters and this program is now in effect.
